The final Model Parliament of 
thin year was a dull and tiresome 
one.

This 
year the Council turned down the 
paper's choice, Tom VIrnny, and 
appointed Clyde Batten, a second 
year pre-mod student nnd a 
foreigner to the newspaper trade, 
as editor. 

Krever, who, together with the 
writing and editorial staff of The 
Varsity, supported Virany, stated 
that the SAC's net in not appoint- 
ing Virany showed "n pure lack 
of confidence vote" In him, nnd 
he consequently hnnded in his 
resignation at an open meeting. 
The publications committee acts 
ns an overseer to nil the publi- 
cations on the campus, of which 
the Varsity is the most important. 

The SAC, in giving its reason 
for the appointment of Batten as 
opposed to Virany, said that this 
year's Varsity was not "good 
enough to warrant Kb continu- 
ity." It was further stated by 
members of the SAC that The 
Varsity should stay away from 
"flash Journalism or Imitation of 
the downtown dnilies.''

Since .Mr. Manning n 
a shrewd parllnieiitarlan, took 
over the leadership Of tho move- 
ment it lias flourished in Alberta 
and spread to Itrllish Columbia. 
Hut a bid to increase its national 
popularity failed. Professor Mayo 
concluded that the Social Credit's 
future as a Xntlonal party was 
bleak, but its future in Alberta 
wan bright.

EUROPE 
In Europe, they argued, Russ- 
ia wan lo>lng on nil Miles. The 
French isnd Italian govern- 
mental troubles, they noted, 
were Interim! ones with no re- 
levance- to the International 
struggle. Communist strength 
there, ns elsewhere, had waned 
steadily slnrc the wnr, when It 
lind in ninny rases been a re- 
sistance movement. 
In Germany particularly, they 
argued, the West was winuing. 
They cited the recent victory of 
Chancelor Adenaur, tho June 
17th revolts In Kast Germany, nnd 
tho many refugeos from Enst to 
West, to prove their point. 
KEHL'TTAL 
Irving Goffman, In his rebuttal, 
admitted that the Russians might 
be losing tho Cold war, but main 
tnlned that the West was still not 
winning it — not having achiev- 
ed their objectives. 

Western unity, he reiterated,

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McGill Stands Alone 



The fact Hint the University of Toronto 
Students' council chose the editor-in-chief 
for The Varsity in a closed nicelin^, seems 
to bo one of the main criticisms leveled 
against it. 

It is a criticism that would have no 
weight here at McGill, for McGill is the 
'only major Canadian university whose stu- 
dent council holds its meetings in private. 
At Varsity, Western, Queen's, U.B.C., the 
University of Manitoba, the University of 
Alberta and many others, any student is 
entitled to listen to the proceedings of his 
council. At some of them, he may even be 
allowed to speak. 

Not so at McGill. Visitors to Council 
meetings are official ones, who speak their 
piece, answer questions and are then cere- 
moniously ushered out. When a former 
council member wished to stay for discuss- 
ion of the report of his own committee, a 
vote had to be taken, and the permission 
was refused. 



McGill's SEC is also alone in refusing 
to allow unrestricted coverage of its meet- 
ings. At any of the aforementioned colle- 
ges, the idea that names of student repres- 
entatives should not be published without 
their consent is incredible and appalling. 
We don't think too much of it ourselves. 

The amount of use we'd make of names, 
were we allowed to use them freely, would 
probably not be too extensive, but the prin- 
ciple that council members ought to be pro- 
tected from publicity — that they have the 
right to suppress their opinions and stands 
— that idea is one which we cannot accept. 
They were elected by the students, and the 
students whom they represent surely have 
the right to know how they are being re- 
presented. 

Both candiates for the Presidency of 
the Students' Society have slated their be- 
lief that full coverage ought to be permit- 
ted. We hope that they can make this prom- 
ise a reality.

As an example of high-handed action 
by an elected body, the recent humiliation 
of The Varsity by the University of Toron- 
to students' council stands alone. 

With constitutional but no other justi- 
fication, they took it upon themselves to 
ignore the recommendations of their Pub- 
lications Chairman, the Varsity editors, 
and the Varsity staff, to pick an editor-in- 
chief for themselves. 

No reasons are given. The meeting was 
a closed one, with all spectators being or- 
dered out (Toronto council meetings, un- 
like ours, arc usually open to all students) 
so that the decision could be made in came- 



ra. One Council member who supported the 
new editor, defended his position saying: 
"The editors . . . should co-operate with the 
Council . . . and promote the SAC whenever 
possible." Another student representative 
criticised Varsity editorial policy, saying: 
"The Varsity should stay away from flash 
journalism or imitation of the downtown 
adilics." This member also felt that inter- 
national politics had no place in a campus 
newspaper. 

What they did may have been justified 
— we don't think so. The way they did it 
was indefensible. We hope they don't get 
away with it.

Socialized Medicine: Two Views 



The Issue 




One of the most pressing problems of our time has been 
the question of socialized medicine. Since 1945 the medical 
journals and the weekly news magazines have been filled 
with a discussion of this question. Every political party in 
the United Stales and Canada has some opinion on this sub- 
ject in their party platform. The recent debate in the House 
of Commons in reply to the speech from the throne aptly 
demonstrated that health insurance remained one of the most 
complex and controversial issues before the Canadian people. 
President Truman had a definite plan for health insurance 
and even president Eisenhower, in a recent speech to the 
nation devoted some time, to socialized medicine. In Canada 
the Trades and Labour Congress with a membership of 560,- 
000 decided to launch a campaign of agitation for a govern- 
ment sponsored health insurance plan. The American Medi- 
cal Association has led an able and well financed campaign 
against socialized medicine which they predict would 1) 
provide "an entering wedge for socialism", 2) bring the end 
of freedom for the medical profession, and 3) take America 
a long step in the direction of a fully regimented slate. The 
Canadian Medical Association has been less adamant. 

The question is .does the average citizen — DO YOU — 
receive adequate medical care? If not, should the govern- 
ment take over the medical care of the whole population as 
it has already taken over hygiene and public health? If so, 
which of the various plans should be adopted? 

The Daily felt this issue was important enough to get 
the opinions of several prominent doctors. The first is II. E. 
MacDermot M.D., F.U.C.P., editor of the Canadian Medical 
Association Journal, the second is by a prominent Montreal 
physician who prefers to remain anonymous. 



Health: A Public Concern 

. The practice of medicine has radically changed during the last half century. 

The old house doctor with his 50 cent to $1.00 fee, including the medicine which 
lie dispensed from his black bag was hardly a financial problem for the family. 

These days the treatment of patients has been transferee! from the home to large 
institutions called "hospitals" which are daily becoming more complicated, highly special- 
ized and expensive. The invention of Bacteriology, Bio-Chemistry, Antibiotics, Hormo- 
nes, X-Ray, nuclear radiation, make the job of the doctor too much for any one man In 



SPECIALIZATION 
Various doctors specialize In 
tho different parts of tho body, 
with diverse techniques, eo that 
thcro aro today moro thnn 20 dif- 
ferent fields of specialization, 
each requiring a specialist's 
knowledge, specialized staff and 
specialized cquHnnent. 

A really thorough examina- 
lion requires at least five of 
these specialists plus their .staff 
and elaborate equipment In ad- 
dition to tile hospital and nurs- 
ing rare. This costs money — 
and a great deal of it. 

Thero is hardly any serious 
illness from which a patient can 
escape without a hospital bill for 
more than $1,00.0. These Tacts 
are common knowledge and can 
he backed up by statistics. Not 
even the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, which has spent millions 
to combat socialized medicine, 
lias denied these facts. 



A Cautious Approach 

Interview by Bob Reich 

The following is a report of an interview with H. E. McDermot M.D., F.R.C.P., edit- 
or of the Canadian Medical Association Journal. 

Question. It has been stated that today we have only two classes of people who receive 
adequate medical care, the very poor who go to the public wards and receive medical care 
as public charity and the very rich who can pay for it. The rest of the people are unable to 
obtain adequate medical care or else they suffer economic ruin while paying for it. Do you 
think these statements are true? 



Today wo have only two classes 
of pcoplo who rccelvo adequate 
medical caro — tho very rich, 
who can pay for It, and tho very 
poor who go into the Public 
Wards and rocelvo medical care 
as Public Charity. 

The rest of the people, (who 
aro the vast majority of Cana- 
dian people. I.e. people who earn 
lens than Î2.500 per year) are 
unable to obtain adequate medi- 
cal cure or else stirrer complete 
economic ruin in trying to pay 
for it. 

TRAOIC RESUl/TS 
.The result of these condi- 
tions are tingle. .Mnny people 
dlo without obtaining adequate 
medical care, because they are 
ton proud to ask for Public 
Charity. Incident ly. It is tint 
too easy to get Public Charily 
as long as you have uny visual 
means of support or sonic sort 
of paying job. Only those who 
subsist on Public Charity are 
actually able In obtain medical 
help as charity cases in the 
hospitals. The others are for- 
ced to suffer or to ransom their 
economic future and the eco- 
nomic future of (licit" children 
In order to pay for their medi- 
cal help. 
The problem of adequate me- 
dical care Is further complicated 
by the maldistribution of doctors. 
Largo cities like Montreal have 
the majority of doctors, while 
whole rural districts are entirely 
without medical care or depend 



on the services of a travelling 
health nurse, who actually ad- 
ministers medical care which she 
Is forbidden by law to do. 

For instance, the town or Per- 
ce, Que., with a population or 
about :i,000, has no medical doc- 
tors. The reason for this mal- 
distribution of doctors is obvious. 
.Small, Isolated communities ofrer 
a doctor poor remuneration and 
very difficult working conditions. 
Only an idealist or a doctor who 
cannot make a living elsewhere 
will work here. 

STATISTICS 
According to the latest sta- 
tistics, 1,332,000 Cnnndlan 
families earn less thnn $1,500. 
Of this group onc-fith spent 
nothing ror medical hospitals, 
dental or any other kind of 
heal h euro during the year 
1031. Vet is is an accepted fact 
Hint the incident of sickness 
and general ill health Is in Itch 
(Continued on Page H) 
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Answer. This is merely a 
cliche used by completely mis- 
informed pcoplo who have no 
real knowledge of tho subject. 

Q. Do you mean to say that all 
Canadians receive adequate medi- 
cal care? 

A. NO, definitely not. The 
cost of médecine today is so 
high, x-rays, labs, etc. that un- 
der our economic setup this 
would be impossible. I want to 
emphasize tills dors not refer 
to the quality of medical enre; 
the problem is purely an ceo- 
nomlc one. 
Q. Since this problem exists 
and since all Canadians do not 
receive adequate medical enre for 
economic reasons, you will agree 
that some solution must be found. 
Four plans have been set forth 
to solve this problem. Would you 
be kind enough to comment on 
each? 

FIKST PIjAX 
Socialized médecine in the nar- 
rowest sonse of the word, in 
which the govenrment takes 
over the health care of the whole 
population as part of its duties 
and doctors become public ser- 
vants as in Russia or in the Can- 
adian army medical corps. 

A. This plan means accepting 
complete regimentation which 
our country is unwilling to ac- 
cept. It is contrary to our way 
of life and method of govern- 
ment. It is true thnt there are 
certain' controls In medicine; 
for example, one must possess 
a. licence to prnctice medicine. 
This however, Is for from com- 
plete state control which Is 
most undesirable. 

SECOND PLAN 
The capitation plan as In Eng- 
land, where the .government still 
undertakes to provide medical 
service to the entire population 
but the doctors do not become 
public servants. They are paid so 
much per patient with a ccIHiik 
on the number of patients on 
their posts. 

A. This type of plan arose In 
Germany around the limn of 
Uismnrk. Since then It has 
spread nil over Europe, to Aus- 
tralia and to some parts of 
South America, for example, 
Chile. A significant fact about 
this plan is no country thnt bas 
ever adopted It has ever given 
it up entirely. Its most compel- 
ling feature Is that it removes 
the economic barrier from the 
individual patient and spreads 
the burden over the entire 
nation the bill, therefore event- 
ually does gel buck to the 
people. 

Why then don't we adopt this 
plan? As the government has 
stated, the great barrier to any 
national health scheme is the tre- 
mendous cost to the nation. It 
has cost them a great deal more 
than they had planned In Eng- 
land. 

Q. Don't you feel that now 
when Canada Is enjoying its 
greatest prosperity, would he the 
Ideal time to institute a scheme 
similar to that of Groat Isritnin? 
A. Tho pcoplo of Ilritain 



hnve been conditioned fur their 
health plan for the past twenty 
years. It is a question whether 
Cnpada is ready for such a plan 
at present. 

THIRD PI, A S 
Encouraging voluntary health 
Insurance plans such as the Blue 
Cross. 

A. The Canndlnn Medical 
Association has always advo- 
cated voluntary health Insur- 
ance plans as a tentative solu- 
tion to the problem of Inade- 
quate medical care. We have 
encouraged the formation %f 
prepaid medical plans in every 
province of Canada. We have 
' lent our support to the non- 
profit prepaid medical schemes. 

Q. I understand thnt the volun- 
tary plans offer very Incomplete 
coverage, for example, tho Blue 
Cross plan covers only the cost of 
hospitalization. If a man is so 
sick that his physician decides he 
can't he moved from his house, 
he doesn't receive a cent. 

A. The prepaid medical plans 
nre a gooil attempt to solve the 
problem but when you get right 
down to It, no prepnld medical 
plan can hope to cover all costs 
and In the case of the lower 
bracket Income groups who 
can't afford the premium, it 
can't cover any. To complete 
tho scheme you must, have 
government aid to take care of 
those unable to pay. 

The Blue Cross plnn Is still a 
good method of health Insur- 
ance as proven by the steady 
increase in enrollment from 
year to year. 

FOURTH PTjAX 
Compulsory health Insurance 
whereby each individual Is com- 
pelled to carry Insurance with the 
government 'paying the premiums 
for those who nre unable to. 
A. It has been pointed out 
that health Insurance for u 
whole country is not sound. In 
I II I" the government calcu- 
lated that n plan along these 
lines would require at. least 
-tut million dollars per year. 
Today, the cost would lie 
double. Many people, already 
heavily burdened with taxes, 
would be unwilling to pay an 
additional large' sum of money 
for Insurance. 

There Is no one answer to 
this problem. People should 
keep in mind that illness is a 
costly affair and Is getting 
more costly every day. It Is Im- 
possible to see how you can 
avoid paying in some way or 
another. The medical profess- 
ion has this problem always In 
mind and Is trying to work out 
a solution. 
In everything the government 
undertakes, the amount of paper- 
work required is enormous. The 
medical profession feels that such 
a great amount of extra work 
piled upon tho doctor would re- 
duce his efficiency. But despite 
the extra work piled upon Hrit- 
aln's doctors and tho dire pre- 
dictions for their future, tho 
quality of their service did not de- 
crease.

el). Tho Students' Society can not 
afford to ho «charitable organi- 
zation and in order to produce a 
balanced budget various gestures 
of generosity must be reluctantly 
curtailed.

White Itevue. and the Choral So- 
ciety where a greater number of 
people will benefit. , 

NFCUS 

The NKCUS Is essential, an or- 
ganization representing student 
opinion and the students them- 
selves In national and Internati- 
onal student nffalrs. The NKCUS, 
granted. Is In need or great Im- 
provement, and McGill should lead 
in making It the sort of organ- 
ization which can serve us and 
accomplish Its goals ns originally 
laid out to be. 

SUGGESTIONS 
I would like to Issue rreqileitt 
bulletins which will keep nil wo- 
men constantly Informed or the 
activities which the Women's 
t * il I <> ii Is undertaking, and what 
services are being offered for 
I hem. Also I would like to ex- 
tend the Senior Luncheons to 
luncheons for each class. Further 
I would like to establish an ex- 
change of ideas with women's or- 
ganizations or other universities, 
so that we may improve our own. 
Finally I would like to sec- the 
Women's Union sponsor a Fresh- 
men Advisory Council to assist 
generally all girls new to the 
university.

I 
would urgo a careful study of the 
aforementioned, especially the 
activities which go Into debt or 
which could be re-orgnnlzed on a 
profit basis. I am sure the situa- 
tion can be relieved. 

CUTS 

I would cut things like the Red 
nnd White, dances which auto- 
matically budget for a deficit, and 
nil such things which could be re- 
organized to form self-sufficient 
entitles and which. If reduced In 
scope, would not vitally nffect the 
cultural or intellectual life of tho 
university. 

NKCUS 

I nm In complete agreement 
with McGlll's new altitude to 
NKCUS. If the proposed changes 
In the federation are not adopted, 
McGill should withdraw. NKCUS 
could become nn efficient, vitally 
Important organization, but it is 
not nt present. In fact there Is no 
reason to support Its present 
form. 

SUGGESTIONS 
If elected President of the 
Women's Union I would try to 
continue the work of this year's 
executive as efficiently as it has 
been done in the past. This in- 
cludes the Second llnnd Book Ex- 
change, blnzer distribution nnd 
the rafriing of theatre tickets.

FINANCES 
Dally expenditures must he rut 
— but not to the total extinction 
or the Dally. Some reorganization 
Is obviously necessary In order 
lo achieve a more nearly balanced 
SKC budget. If It Is not already 
done, I Khali favour the early ap- 
pointment or a committee to ex- 
amine the use made ol Student 
Society grants tin clubs and socle- 
ties. I do not favour cutting stu- 
dent activities, but I reel that 
certain limited membership groups 
should be to a greater degree 
seir-supporlln g. 

OPEN MEETINGS 
I believe that the student liar, 
an undeniable right to know what 
Ms elected representatives nre do 
Ing In his Interests. On the other 
hand, certain confidential SKC 
business ought not to become pub- 
He property. Therefore I favour 
one or two open meetings nnd 
comprehensive but enlightened 
Daily coverage of tho rest. 
SUGGESTIONS 
H elected. I propose: 
a) lo Increase Union revenue", 
with greater CoHcr Shop profits 
by getting more people to use the 
facilities more of the time through 
publicity, specials and attractions. 

h) to organize a Union pro- 
gramme of free events, such ns 
ten-dances, to encourage people 
to use the Union facilities. 

c) to redecorate and keep clean 
(he men's washroom. 

d) to put tlv snlon Into good 
repair nnd to better use. 

e) to meet my own responsibil- 
ities squarely, to administrate to 
the best of my nblllty and to use 
whatever qualities of maturity 
nnd experience I may possess In 
the best Interests. of the student 
body.

The Union should make avail- 
able and encourago the use ol Its 
facilities .to all thosn desirous of 
and entitled to use them. Rentals 
hinder rather than encourage the 
maximum use of such facilities. 

Payments should therefore bo 
strictly confined to the extra costs 
(if any) to the Union ns n result 
of the particular activity. 
NEW UNION 
The urgent need for a new uni- 
on Is recognized by everybody. 
There In surflclent Interest and en- 
thusiasm from the Governors, 
Senate nnd Dr. James to lead res- 
ponsible student orricers to the 
conclusion that the New Union 
can he attained In the next three 
to five years. (I consulted Dr. 
James personnnlly and he believes 
that there aro definitely good 
prospects for revenue.) I would 
therefore when there Is a choice 
purchase only those things which 
could he enjoyed in the new union 
ns well as the present one. How- 
ever, needless to say, the present 
union should not he allowed to 
deteriorate, and the necessary re- 
pairs should he made. 

To answer this question briefly 
I can only say that If we're go- 
ing to build a new union we're 
going to do It right. Our present 
union is one of tho oldest In 
North Aniercin; while the newer 
unions In other universities al- 
most defy the imagination. It is 
useless lo describe them. 1 will 
say only that I would give my 
wholehearted support to the New 
Union Committee and In the ex- 
peris who nre examining the 
question. 

BILLIARD ROOM 
I nm against moving the bill- 
iard room ns an unnecessary and 
extravagant waste or money; es- 
pecially In light or the new union. 
It Is a mailer of ract that In order 
to effect such a chance nt least 
one wall or the New Clubroom 
would have lo he torn down, the 
rioor or the room would have to 
ho si ralliGhleneil, together' With 
the mere moving of the extremely 
heavy tables would involve a cost 
ot thousands or dollars. 

FINANCES 
As concisely as I can put It the 
situation Is this. H the daily were 
to be put In tabloid form ami 
Issued four tlmrs a week tho SKC 
would lose approximately $5. nod. 
without a single drop in clnli bud- 
gels. Of this J5.nnn.tin approxim- 
ately Î2.0np.00 will not be requir- 
ed on next year's budget. (Costs 
of radio equipment. Nlfcus chair- 
manship, etc.) Now, or this $:i,- 
nnn.on ibere is no doubt that with 
careful scrutiny and economy this 
sum can be greatly diminished: 
For this task I would propose a 
special budget commit lee. For the 
remalneder or the sum we are led 
directly to question six — the cut 
of student activities. 

CUTS 

Obviously thosn activities 
should be cut which give the least 
benefit to the least number of 
people. Since In any democratic 
government there must he discuss- 
ion and compromise. I would sug- 
gest a sincere meeting or club re- 
presentatives with the SKC and 'or 
the special budget committee men- 
tioned In the previous question'. 
The tabloid edition of the Daily 
In my opinion, should he publish- 
ed four times a week, hut found 
necessary three times a week 
would he sufficient; The Dally is 
the Instrument which unifies the 
several parts of the university, 
and also gives the publicity neces- 
sary for thcsucccs of many stu- 
dent activities. Its importance 
should never lie underestimated. 
OPEN MEETINGS 
The taxpayer has a right to see 
what his representative Is doing 
with his money, ir the represent-

FINANCE 
Tho financial problems of the 
Student's Society can bo solved 
witiiout a foe raise. They can be 
solved by using a little ingenuity, 
by making a few sacrifices, by 
saying occasionally "We just can't 
afford it", instead Of digging Into 
the Students' pockets at every 
turn. 

CUTS 

If student activities must be 
cut. where should the cuts be 
made 1 This question Is hardly 
fair, yet rather than bent around 
the bush, I'll say that the Dally 
should be tho first to have , its 
budget cut. Daily Staffers them- 
selves will admit that it's too big, ' 
that we can't nfford a fivo-lssuo- 
a-woek paper. Furthermore, the 
practise or doling out $15 beer 
mugs and $35u bnwiuets to the 
campus elite must go. Again, \va 
just can't aftonl it. 

PUBLIC MEETINGS 
Tho SEC should not bo forced 
to work In public. Each member 
should feel free to speak out 
without fear or that the personal 
clashes within Its ranks will be- 
come a campus byword. How- 
ever, Dally coverage of Its actions 
as a body Is certainly necessary.

tramural Sports Committee, arc 
working smoothly' nnd efficiently. 
Through personal contact with 
women students these groups can 
do much to increase student In- 
terest In athletics. More publicity 
of women's sports would also help 
to achieve this purpose. To ad- 
vance publicity I would advocate 
(1) a regular M.W.S.A.A. column 
and complete coverage of wo- 
men's athletic events In the Dal- 
ly, and (2) a largo notice board 
In tho Arts Building for women's 
Intramural sports. 

OUTSIDE ATHLETICS 

The problem of athletes playing 
for outside teams Is one that has 
not involved women students in 
recent years. Therefore I feel thnt 
there is no need for a regulation 
to be made concerning a non-exist- 
ent problem. If, however, such n 
situation should come before the 
M.W.S.A.A., the particular case 
would have to be given careful 
consideration nnd only then could 
a decision on the matter be made. 
NFCUS 

I am In favor of the ba*lc prin- 
ciples of NFCUS. which make It 
a body to serve os a national 
union of Canadian students that 
can present Canada's opinion on 
tho international student level. 
However I feel thro Is need for 
much Internal reorganization for 
which our McGIll delegates are 
working, through motions to he 
presented ar the next conference. 
FINANCES AXI) CUTS 

Since the fee raise was not 
granted I think the Students Soc- 
iety can help solve its financial 
problems by (1) reducing the 
Dally to Its most economical form 
without impairing its function to 
publicize activities on tho cam- 
pus, and (2) reorganization of 
the clubs and societies under the 
S.K.C. nnd Undergraduate Socle- 
ties. A complete Investigation of 
the constitution, membership nnd 
purpose of these groups would 
undoubtedly j-eveal information 
whereby grants to some clubs 
could be reduced. Amalgamation 
of certain clubs with similar pur- 
poses and functions might oIeo be 
possible. 

SUGGESTIONS 

My other plans for tho M.W.- 
S.A.A. Include: 

(1.) Moro women's events on 
Athletics Nights such as basket- 
ball nnd volleyball on an Inter- 
colleglato level, and fencing nnd 
squash tournaments. 

(2.) Women's participation In 
Athletics Afternoon during Win- 
ter Carnival. 

(3.) A women's ski meet held 
here for Winter Carnival provid- 
ing arrangements could bo made 
whereby tho dale of tho Middle- 
bury Winter Carnival would not 
coincide with ours. 

As a member of the S.A.C., Wo- 
men's Athletic Board, S.E.C., Wo- 
men's Union nnd Bed Wing Soc- 
iety, I shall endeavor, if eletced, 
to do my best on these executives 
to represent the Interests of Mc- 
GIll women students.

A solution might be to 
encourage a friendly rivalry bet- 
ween town and B.V.C. girls via 
bridge tournaments, ping pong 
matches, etc.; this would effect- 
ively bring tho two groups into 
contact.

higher In (IiI.h large, low-Income 
bracket thnn In the higher. 
May I summarize my state- 
ments : — The majority of the 
Canadian- population Is not able 
to obtain ndetiuatc medical rare 
(with emphasis on the "adequa- 
te"). I challenge anybody to 
propose that we, one of the few 
countries which has a surplus in 
the treasury, should allow any 
Canadian to suffer without offer- 
ing him adequate medical assis- 
tance. 

The opponents of socialized me- 
dicine do not deny the urgency of 
problem. However, they suggest 
that medical services should he 
provided by means of voluntary 
health Insuranco plans. Thus the 
tost of medical care would be dis- 
tributed evenly over the average 
normal lief time of a person. 
NO SOLUTION' 

Voluntary Insurance is no so- 
lution to the problem because tho- 
se people who need It the most 
will not buy health Insurance. 
Anybody who earns a minimum 
has not the Impulse to divert his 
money for emergencies which he 
hopes will not arise. Nothing 
short of compusory health Insur- 
ance will do, and compulsory 
health insurance v Is actually so- 
cialized medicine. 

Basically thnre are two ways 
In which socialized medicine may 
bo realized: a plan, as In. Eng- 
land, whereby the government 
takes over the health care of tin- 
whole population, as part of Its 
governmental duties; and all 
doctors become public servants. 
Actually, socialized medicine Is 
placing a small burden upon 
everyone's shoulders ko as to pro- 
vide the whole nation with me- 
'dlcal care. 



It has also been suggested that 
the medical profession it.seir 
should take over the management 
of a national health plan when 
It becomes necessary. 

WHICH VMS 
Which of the various plan* 
should be adopted nnd how the 
constitutional difficulties be- 
tween federal anil provincial 
governments should he over- 
come is a question for debate. 
However, one tiling Is certain. 
Adequate care must be provided 
Tor all Canadians, no matter 
what their Income as a matter of 
right and not grace, without at- 
taching the hated stigma of 
'Public Charity' to It. 

■Just as public health Is an ac- 
cepted concern of the government, 
so private health should also be 
a public or governmental matter. 
Actually no borderline between 
public and private health exists.

atlve Is Inhibited by the pres- 
ence of the taxpayer, thereby not 
acting as he himself thinks right, 
he should not be a representative. 
The only exception Is the case 
of SEC appointments nnd very per- 
onal matters for which special 
closed sessions could be called. 
SUGGESTIONS 
I shall answer Ibis question In 
terms of threo different broad 
policies. 

Tho first concerns the now 
union, which for the reasons giv- 
en, I believe can be attained with- 
in the next, three to five yenrs. 
The consequences of this are two- 
fold: 

First, In my association with 
the new union committee, and 
with the New Union Committee 
Chairman (who sits on the Union 
House Committee) I would do all 
I can to study nnd aid the pro- 
ject. Second: Because of my failli 
In the new union I would direct 
what available funds there are 
to the purchase or those things 
which would be to the advantage 
or both tho old and the new 
building. An example or this Is 
the Inauguration of a record lib- 
rary, which like nil libraries; must 
grow with tho years. In my view 
this Is the only sensible way of 
constructing a bridge from the old 
to the new. For, It Is obvious thai 
large scale renovations, such as 
the bllllard-room proposal would 
be wasteful. Further. In view of 
the SEC deficit any '.New Union 
Fund', could only come nbout by 
greatly curtailing student activ- 
ities. This would Impose consider- 
able hardships In order to obtain 
a sum which can only be regard- 
ed as Infinitesimal In relation to 
the millions of dollars needed ror 
the new union, which can be sup- 
plied rrom other sources. 

My second general policy Is to 
encourage much greater use or the 
union In order lo help make or 
It what It should be; a center ror 
recreation ns well as tor an ex- 
change or Ideas between students 
or all faculties, which Is, to my 
mind nn essential requirement of 
a university. In this regard, the 
vnrlous faculties should be encour- 
aged to use the union for smok- 
ers, and there certainly could ho 
more Informal dances throughout 
the year. 

The third general policy Is con- 
cerned with administration; ror 
this still takes by rar the great- 
est amount or time or tho Union 
President. I believe In this res- 
pect that nothing should b c taken 
ror granted, and that there should 
be a searching examination or the 
whole organization — rrom the 
dates committee to the rood sit- 
uation, nnd Improvements made 
where necessary.

The only restrict- 
ion 1 would place on this publicity 
would be where Individuals are 
being considered for various 
posts, and where personal charac- 
teristics might be discussed. 
SUGGESTIONS 

There are several" suggestions 
which I should like to present to 
SEC. The rirst or these Is that 
on all ninjnr Issues which street 
the students, a referendum should 
be held, rather thnn n gcnernl 
meeting. This would be one con- 
crete method or overcoming stu- 
dent apathy, nnd in giving them 
a keener sense or awareness or 
campus Issues. My opponent has 
claimed that this would cost too 
much, but the sum total, as I can 
see It, would he ten dollars, to 
cover the cost of printing the bal- 
lots. 

I believe that SCOPE Is a most 
worthy organization. I would do 
what I can to encourage its activi- 
ties tnd attract speakers of high 
calibre to appear at McGill. I 
would- also recommend the estab- 
lishment of n co-ordinate council 
for the National Clubs to Inte- 
grate their various activities, to 
eliminate conflicts as to these 
activities and lo encourage mu- 
tual support. 

Above all, I promise to devote 
all my efforts to the best of my 
ability ta provide the student 
body with the efficient adminis- 
tration they desire.
